the very much smaller surface for the 
evaporation of water. 
Daring cold 


weather all plants absorb water very 
(lowly and probably tte greatest dan- 
ger the tree has to meet during the 
winter is that more water will be lost 
by evaporation and transpiration ttan 
caa be supplied by absorption. Thea 
tbe vital process of food manufacture 
Is ala-.ost entirely stopped by cold 
weather and tcnce tte work of tte 
leaves may be said to V done as the 
autumn temperature lowers. 


The process by which leaves are 


removed from tbe trees U aa interest- 
leg oae, although they arc neither 
pushed off by the newly lormed buds 
tor loosene-d by the frost, la order 
to understand tbls process. It Is neces- 
sary to examine Its structure of tte 
petiole wtere It Joins tte twig. Tte 
horse-chestnut ilujis the various parts 
very pUitly. Tte central portion of 
tte twig Is a cylinder ot woody fibre, 
which, during the life of tte tree, con- 
veys the prepared food la a downward 
passage, the outer portion or fibres ot 
the bark conducting the sap In Its up- 
ward Cow. Oae or more strands of 
woody conducting fibre passes out 
Into the petiole of each leaf (A). As 
the season advances and preparatory 
to the falling of tte leaves a layer of 
thin walled cells form* at tte base of 
the petiole <B). These cells are very 
similar to the cork cells found ia tte 
bark of the trt-e and eh?ek the pas- 
sage of all Cuids except through ite 
central strand of fibres. Through this 
central strand most of .the prepared 
food passes from tte leaf to the tree. 
ttere to be used Ia growth or stored 
for atontter season, leaviag ia tte 
leaf oaly useless waste products. As 
the cutting oil layer Is completed 
many of the cells la tte ceater break 
down and nothing holds tte leaf Ia 
place excepting the fibres of the cen- 
tral strand, thea a light breeze or even 
tte we-istt of the leaf ii enough to 
snap this slender thread and the leaf 
Cutters to the ground. The cells which 
cut off tbe leaf now form a protecting 
layer excluding all moisture from the 
twig. 
- Trees vary greatly with respect to 
Its formation of this cutting off layer, 
fays the Montreal Herald; En some 
like the horse-chestnut It Is thick and 
corky, being easily seen by the naked 
eye, in tbe ash, butternut and many 
others It Is well devoped. while In 
some like the beech It Is scarcely 
prrst-nt at alL
